Claims 2-18, 21-31, 34-44 and 47-57 are pending prior to entering this amendment The 
examiner objects to claims 1 0, 1 1 , 26, 35, 37, 39 and 52 for a variety of informalities. The 
examiner rejects claim 4 under 35 USC §112, first paragraph for undue breath and rejects claim 
7 under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The examiner 
rejects claims 4 and 5 under 35 USC § 103(a) as unpatentable over Umayabashi (U.S. Patent No. 
6,747,990) in view of Mukouyama, et al (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
2004/0202169). The examiner rejects claim 13 under 35 USC § 103(a) as unpatentable over 
Umayabashi in view of Tran, et al (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0213251). 
Applicant amends claims 4, 5, 7, 10, 11, 13, 26, 35, 37, 39, and 52. Claims 2-18, 21-31, 34-44 
and 47-57 remain after entering this amendment Applicant adds no new matter and requests 
reconsideration.

Applicant thanks Examiner Nguyen for allowing claims 2-3, 6, 8, 9, 12, 14-18, 21-25, 27- 
31, 34, 36, 38, 40-44, 47-51, 53-57. 

Drawing Objections 

The Examiner objects to the drawings under 37 CFR § 1 . 1 2 1 (d). Applicant amends the 
FIG. 6 to obviate the examiner's drawing objections. Please see the specification as originally 
filed for support of these amendments, e.g., page 10, lines 15-17 

Claim Objections 

The examiner objects to claims 10, 1 1, 26, 35, 37, 39 and 52 for a variety of 
informalities. Applicant amends claims 10, 1 1, 26, 35, 37, 39 and 52 to obviate the examiner's 
claim objections. 
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Claim Rejections - §103 and §112 



The examiner rejects claim 7 under 35 USC §112, second paragraph as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Applicant amends claim 7 to obviate the examiner's claim rejections. 

The examiner rejects claims 4 and 5 under 35 USC § 103(a) as unpatentable over 
Umayabashi (U.S. Patent No. 6,747,990) in view of Mukouyama, et al (U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2004/0202169). The examiner rejects claim 4 under 35 USC §112, first 
paragraph for undue breath. The examiner rejects Claim 13 under 35 USC § 103(a) as 
unpatentable over Umayabashi in view of Tran, et al (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
2004/0213251). 

Applicant amends claims 4, 5, and 13 to depend from allowed claim 8, which obviates 
the examiner's rejections. Applicant also amends claims 4, 5, and 13 to remove redundant 
limitations present in claim 8 and claims 4, 5, and 13, respectively. Applicant therefore 
respectfully requests the examiner withdraw these rejections and allow the claims to issue.
